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This  program  is  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Aurelia  Whittington 
Franklin.  It  was  through  her  encouragement  and  support 
that  John  Hope  Franklin  was  able  to  complete  the  book, 
From  Slavery  to  Freedom.  In  1945,  while  teaching  at  North 
Carolina  College  for  Negroes  (now  North  Carolina  Central 
University),  Dr.  Franklin  was  commissioned  by  Alfred  A. 
Knopf  to  write  a  survey  text  on  Negro  history.  With  an 
advance  of  $500,  Dr.  Franklin  set  out  to  research  and  write 
the  book.  Having  soon  exhausted  the  resources  available 
in  the  libraries  in  the  Raleigh-Durham  area,  he  found  it 
necessary  to  spend  several  months  researching  at  the 
Library  of  Congress.  His  wife  Aurelia,  then  a  law  librarian 
at  North  Carolina  College  lor  Negroes,  provided  the 
financial  support  for  Dr.  Franklin  to  complete  his  research 
and  writing.  He  affectionately  refers  to  this  as  a 
contribution  from  "the  Aurelia  Franklin  Foundation." 


A  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Celebration

September  22,  1997.  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  publication  of  From 
Slavery  to  Freedom:  A  History  of  African  Americans,  by  John  Hope  Franklin. 
Now  in  its  seventh  edition  and  co-authored  by  Alfred  Moss,  this  book  has 
reshaped  the  way  African-American  history  is  understood  and  taught. 
Translated  into  five  languages  —  Chinese.  French,  German,  Japanese,  and 
Portuguese  —  From  Slavery  to  Freedom  served,  and  continues  to  serve,  as  the  primary 
textbook  in  the  field. 


John  Hope  Franklin  is  James  B.  Duke  Professor  Emeritus 

of  History  at  Duke  University  and  for  seven  years  was 

Professor  of  Legal  History  in  the  School  of  Law. 

He  is  a  native  of  Oklahoma  and  a  graduate  of  Fisk 

University.  He  received  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in 

history  from  Harvard  University.  He  taught  at  a  number 

of  institutions  including  Fisk  University,  St.  Augustine's 

College,  North  Carolina  Central  University,  and  Howard 

University.  In  1956  he  went  to  Brooklyn  College  as 

Chairman  of  the  Department  of  History.  He  joined  the 

faculty  of  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1964.  serving 

as  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  History  from  1967 

to  1970,  and  was  the  John  Matthews  Manly  Distinguished  Service  Professor  from  1969 

to  1982,  when  he  became  Professor  Emeritus. 

In  addition  to  teaching,  Dr.  Franklin  has  served  on  many  national  commissions  and 
delegations.  His  presidential  appointments  include  service  on  the  Advisor}'  Commission 
on  Public  Diplomacy,  on  the  President's  Advisory  Commission  on  Ambassadorial 
Appointments,  and  as  United  States  Delegate  to  the  21st  General  Conference 
of  UNESCO.  Currently  Dr.  Franklin  chairs  the  Advisor}'  Board  of  President  Clinton's 
Initiative  on  Race. 


Dr.  Franklin  is  the  author  of  twelve  books  and  numerous  artieles,  chapters,  and  book 
reviews,  and  has  served  as  editor  of  several  publications.  His  most  recent  work,  to  be 
published  in  the  fall  of  1997,  My  Lije  and  An  Era:  The  Autobiography  of  Buck  Colbert 
Franklin,  is  an  autobiography  of  his  father,  edited  by  Dr.  Franklin  with  his  son,  John 
Whittington  Franklin.  Dr.  Franklin  is  also  co-authoring  a  book  on  runaway  slaves  with 
Dr.  Loren  Schweninger,  Professor  of  History,  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Greensboro. 

Through  the  years  Dr.  Franklin  has  been  active  in  professional  and  educational 
organizations,  serving  on  numerous  committees  and  boards.  He  served  as  president 
of  the  American  Studies  Association  (f967),  the  Southern  Historical  Association  (1970), 
the  United  Chapters  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  (1973-76),  the  Organization  of  American 
Historians  (1975),  and  the  American  Historical  Association  (1979).  He  is  the  recipient 
of  countless  honors  and  awards  including  the  NAACP's  Spingarn  Medal  and 
the  Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom.  He  has  received  honorary  degrees  from  over 
one  hundred  colleges  and  universities. 

In  1995  Duke  University  established  in  his  honor  the  John  Hope  Franklin  Research 
Center  for  African  and  African  American  Documentation.  A  portrait  of  Dr.  Franklin  was 
commissioned  by  Duke  University  President  Nannerl  0.  Keohane  in  1996  and  is  now 
on  display  in  the  Gothic  Reading  Room  in  Perkins  Library,  Duke  University.  More 
information  about  Dr.  Franklin,  the  Research  Center,  and  the  portrait  are  available  on 
the  web  site  <http://scriptorium.lib.duke.edu/franklin/>. 


Alfred  Moss  is  Associate  Professor  of  History 
at  the  University  of  Maryland,  College  Park, 
where  he  has  been  on  the  faculty  since 
1975.  He  graduated  from  Lake  Forest 
College  and  later  received  his  master's  and 
doctorate  degrees  in  history  from  the  University  of 
Chicago,  where  he  studied  under  Dr.  Franklin.  A  graduate 
of  the  Episcopal  Divinity  School,  Moss  is  also  an 
Episcopal  priest.  He  served  as  Assistant  Minister  and 
Director  of  the  Adult  Education  Program  on  Urban  Life 
and  Cultural,  Ethnic,  and  Racial  Diversity  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  Lake 
Forest,  Illinois  (1968-70)  and  was  Associate  Chaplain  and  Co-Director  of  the  Institute 
for  Inter-Group  Communications  for  the  Episcopal  Chaplaincy  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  (1970-75).  In  addition  to  his  work  on  From  Slavery  to  Freedom,  he  has 
authored  numerous  other  articles,  chapters,  and  reviews,  as  well  as  his  noted  book,  The 
American  Negro  Academy:  Voice  of  the  Talented  Tenth.
